Over the entrenchments they shot, 
stabbed and slashed at each other with the fury of 
fiends fresh from hell.

trees, a foot and a half in diameter, were cut down, 
and still the contestants held on—the Confederates 
unable to drive the Federals, the Federals unable 
to drive the Confederates. 
The pity of it all was manifested by the shock­ 
ing scene on that battlefield the next day.
